Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-13, drawn to a formulation/pharmaceutical composition comprising 
human recombinant a L-iduronidase or biologically active fragments or mutein 
thereof with a purity of greater than 99%, classified in class 435, subclass 201. 

II. Claimsl4-57, drawn to a method of treating diseases caused all or in part by a 
deficiency of a-L-iduronidase comprising administering the pharmaceutical 
composition comprising human recombinant a L-iduronidase or biologically 
active fragments or mutein thereof with a purity of greater than 99% etc., 
classified in class 424, subclass 94. 1 . 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product 
as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP 
§ 806.05(h)). In the instant case the recombinant enzyme can be used for making specific 
antibodies for sale as opposed to its use in the above method.
